are happy with production 
and labor supply. The Elba 
Apparel was only organized 
a few months ago. 

The Elba General Hos- 
pital is really a dream 
come true for the peoplein 
Elba. The hospital has an 
average patient load of17. 
The monthly payroll is 
$8,000 with forty-three 
employees, all living in El- 
ba except three. The hos- 
pital has been the direct 
cause of seven families 
moving to Elba. Especially 
commendable is the fact 
that the hospital has made 
an outstanding effort to do 
all their buying right here 
with the people in Elba, 

The hospital has 28 beds 
and an average gross in- 
come of approximately 
$16,800 each month, The 
hospital spends with the 
City of Elba approxi- 
mately $700 for lights and 
water and $300 for natural 
gas. 

The Frosty Morn Buy- 
ing Station has meant big 
revenue to this entire area. 
During the first 31 working 
days this year they have 
bought 3,804 hogs, This re- 
presents al6% increase ov- 
er all last year’s average, 

The Swine Lab has 
meant much to the farm- 
ers Of South Alabama and 
Northwest Florida. The 
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supplied an additional vet., 
Doctor W,O, Cowart, and 
has also supplied a regu- 
latory inspection officer, 
Mr. Jerome Baxley. The 
total employment is now 
six. Doctor V,D, McCre- 
ary states that he is very 
encouraged with the num- 
ber of people using the fa- 
cility of the lab. Doctor 
McCreary reports that 50% 
of their work is done on 
hogs but surprisingly 40%, 
is done on chickens and 10% 
on other animals including 
quail, 

* The Windham Power 
Lifts moved into their large 
new building only a few 
months ago. They are 
manufacturing approxi- 
mately $40,000 worth of 
powerlifts monthly. They 
have 18 onthe payroll earn- 
ing about $5,000 per month. 

The Great Southern 
Land and Paper Company 
began purchasing wood lo~ 
cally last September from 
the Flack Pulpwood Com- 
pany. Purchases average 
$13,500 per month in 1963.

adequate supply of blood for 
this community cannot be 
overemphasized. The new 
Elba General Hospital has 
used 64 pints of blood in 
the first five months of its 
operation, Considering the 
hospital was only partially 
occupied the first few mon- 
ths it is clearly evident 
as to the blood needs of 
local residents. According 
to Mr. Bill Pierce, admin- 
istrator of Elba General 
Hospital, the past two mon- 
ths have averaged using 25 
pints per month, The ready 
availability of whole blood 
for immediate use may 
well save the life of a 
friend or a member of the 
family. 

The initial visit of the 
Bloocmobile in September 
Was a tremendous success 
with 164 pints being do- 
nated at that time. Dorsey 
Trailer employees dona- 
ted over 90 pints on that 
drive and provided their 
employees with ‘‘Plant Bl- 
anket Coverage.’ This is 


just one of many examples 
of the willing cooperation 
and display of “‘helping our 
fellow man’’ that is always 
shown by the citizens of this 
area,

Pesticides 
Can Be 
Friends 


Pesticides are goodfri- .. 


ends that make living better 
for everyone, but you’ve 
got to treat them with re~ 
spect, 

Roy Ledbetter, Auburn 
University Entomologist, 
says that pesticides should 
be used only according to 
directions and precautions 
on the container label. He 
points out that accidents 
happen only when pesticide 
users are careless, 

Careful users wear a 
protective mask when dust~ 
ing or spraying. They also 
make sure that their equip- 
ment is safe before using it. 
Another precaution they 
take is never using pesti- 
cides around food or smoke 
while applying them. 

Children and pesticides 
are a dangerous combina- 
tion so it is best to se- 
parate them, 

“If used properly,” 
Says Ledbetter, ‘‘pest- 
icides assure homeowners 
and farmers pest-free sur- 
roundings without needless 
worry.’ 


Rotation 
Stems Peanut 
Diseases 


Crop rotation---that’s 
the least expensive prac- 
tice for controlling peanut 
diseases. So says Univer- 
sity Extension Plant Path- 
Ologist, Dr. Norman Mc- 
Glohon, 

According to Doctor 
McGlohon, planting peanuts 
after corn almost elim- 
inates farmers’ nematode 
problem, Research shows 
that peanuts following corn 
without fumigation give 
higher yields than peanuts 
following peanuts with soil 
fumigation, 

“Although a one-year 
rotation of peanuts with 
corn is adequate for nem- 
atode control, it’s neces- 
Sary to use a three-year 
rotation with corn to con- 
trol Southern blight or 
white mold,’’ points out Dr. 
McGlohon, 

Many peanut seed onthe 
market this year will be 
treated with Ceresan and 
Captan, This mixed treat- 
ment should help reduce 
seedling diseases. 


Changes In 
Land Ownership 


Almost 15 of Alabama’s 
nearly 22 million forest 
acres are in ownerships 
of less than 5,000 acres. 
This is about the same 
total as in 1953, 

Commercial forest land 
held by wood-using indus- 
tries now totals 4.1 mil- 
lion acres, or about 19 per- 
cent of the states woodland 
acreage. In 1953, the indus- 
trial segment totaled 15 
percent. 

The total commercial 
forest acreage in private, 
non-industrial _ holdings, 
16.4 million acres, remain- 
ed about the same in the 
last 10 years. However, the 
woodland area classified as 
“‘farmer-owned’’ declined 
noticeably. This change is 
at least partially due toa 
shift in occupation of many 
landowners who were 
formerly farm operators,

Young trees - apply two 
to three pounds of 8-8-8 
per tree for each year of 
the tree’s age--one-half in 
February and the other half 
in April, 

Bearing trees--on 15 to 
20 year old trees apply 50 
pounds of 8-8-8 per tree, 
On older trees, use 50- 
100 pounds per tree depen- 
ding on its age and size. 

On orchards, use 1,000- 
1,500 pounds per acre de- 
pending on the age and size, 

Don't forget to use Zinc 
Sulfate to control rosette, 
This can be bought in the 
fertilizer stores,

Third Stage Of 
“VOP” Campaign 
Slated Sunday 


The third and final round 
in the massive campaignto 
win ‘Victory Over Polio’’ 
in Coffee County is sche- 
duled for Sunday afternoon, 
March Ist, 

On this date, Sabin oral 
polio vaccine will again be 
offered to Coffee County 
citizens between the hours 
of 12 noon until 6 P.M, 

It is being emphasized 
that for an individual to be 
fully protected against po- 
lio, it is necessary to take 
three separate Sabin vac- 
cines, each of which pro- 
tects against a different 
type of polio, 

The first two doses of 
the vaccine were adminis- 
tered in November and on 
January 12th, 

Physicians point out that 
immunity against polio 
cannot be achieved unless 
the three separate doses 
of the vaccine are taken 
and it is so vital that all 
those who have taken the 
first two doses of vaccine 
complete their immunity 
by taking the third dose on 
Sunday afternoon, 

However, it is pointed 
Out, even those who missed 
either or both of the first 
two doses should take the 
vaccine to be administered 
March Ist, as this will af- 
ford protection against one 
serious type of polio, 

Physicians, dentists, 
hurses and other yolunteer 
workers will again man 
the clinics, and only a few 
moments will be required 
to get the vaccine. The vac- 
cine will again be admin- 
istered on a lump of 
Sugar, or placed directly 
on the tongue in the case 
of infants or others who 
cannot take sugar, 

No charge will he made 
for the vaccine, However, 
those who are able to do 
so will have the opportun- 
ity to make a 25¢ contri- 
bution to help defray ex-
